Mediums should be extremely punc- 
tilious about their personage if they de- 
sire perfect spirit communion. Physi- 
cal excess or intemperate indulgences 
disturbs the nervous attunement; excite- 
ment, irritability, captiousness, envy, 
jealousy or ill-feeling affect the blood 
and heart arrangement; and both inter- 
fere with the spiritual manifestations 
they take place during such a period—if 
but temporarily—as much as absolute 
immortality or depravity does. 

Thus mediums or sensitives for spirit 
communion have not only to lead a spir- 
itual or moral life, but to hold their 
physical nature under control as well if 
they desire success. Especially is this 
necessary for those whose gifts may be 
exercised minus a spirit control, as clair- 
voyance, clairaudience, psychometry, 
diagnosing of diseases, etc; while 
cthers, too, need it, if they desire spirit 
attendants who are pure, reliable aud 
houest in their doings, outside of mere

Inherited 
discords and impurities still play an im- 
portant part in the moulding of human 
nature and individual progress; and 
while we cau but exercise patience aud 
follow the dictates of our higher con- 
science in order to outgrow these evils, 
we must also endeavor to lay the foun- 
dation for a future that will not be 
troubled with the same impediments 
that we were.

THE NEWER HERESIES. 

Under this caption the Rev, Geo. C. 
Lorimer, D, D., one of the ablest thinkers 
in the Baptist church, writes an interest- 
ing chapter in the zirena for September. 
He thinks it a good thing that the In- 
quisition, Star-chamber and other com- 
pulsory institutions of the dark past 
have departed from Europe, and have 
never been tolerated in America. Were 
it not so, he says, at the present time 
there would be mnch excellent work for 
the rack, the thumbscrew, and the fag- 
got. Heresy isin the air, We inhale it 
and it stimulates to mental activity, 
Everywhere it is being discussed. Daily 
journals have grown anxious as to the 
future of the faith. Freethought ptthli- 
cations are pleased with the expectant 
results; while religious papers, ns the 
conservative strata, are staggered ot the 
inroads which the so-called higher criti- 
cism has made of late. 

In his opinion there is no real need 
for the morbid anxiety that now pre- 
vails in certain quartera, and surely no 
serious alarm should be felt for the per- 
petuity and stability of truth. Truth 
remains truth, and it will be noticed that 
the newer heresies do not challenge the 
truth of Scriplure Inspiration, only the 
form and philusophy of such inspiration, 
The men who are suspected of entertain- 
ing erroneous opinion concerning the 
method of Divine divulgence of truth 
are the strenuous advocates of the moral 


grandeur, spiritual authority, and faith- 


sufficiency of the heavenly oracles. Mo- 
dern scholarship is leading them to re- 
cognize a more rational criticism than 
was possible in the past, and it is to be 
decided whether the Christianity of the 
immediale future shall be governed 
supremely by intelligence or ignorance. 
If by the latter, the writer says, cease 
founding universities and theological 
seminaries. But if there is a belief that 
education means the quickening of man's 
nature so that he will investigate, and if 
a belief exists that God has more light 
yet to reveal, there should be no cause 
for alarm. 

le does not think either, that the 


newer heresies are defections from 
Christian doctrine, but simply from the 
creeds which assume authoritatively to 
define such doctrine. Some of the con- 
fessions, with whatever excellency they 
may be accredited, were prepared by falli- 
ble men who were hardlyqualified in their 
day to define the faith of Christ for the 
guidance of future ages. Nor does the 
writer think that any body of men have 
a right to insist on couformity toa creed 
prepared by themselves, even though it 
has been venerated for centuries; and 
that every candid soul will admit that 
the newer heresies are not revolts from 
the scriptural high ideal of Christian 
life, ouly a noble protest against narrow 
interpretations of that life. The men 
who have recently been arraigned before 
the tribunals of various denominations 
are eminent for their uprightness, their 
conscientious candor and tolerance, and 
it hardly seems in accord with any just 
conception of their Master's faith that 
men and women who are trying to serve 
God should be branded with foul names 
or as denying the Lord whom they 
reverence despite their criticism of old 
creeds. 

In closing his very able and liberal ar- 
ticle, Mr. Lorimer says: “Let us have 
freedom, Let us think it out. Let the 
struggle go on, and let us not, with pallid 
faces and strident voices, cry out in fear; 
for the only tribunal that can righteously 
adjudicate the rightness of human 
thought is the tribunal, as Schiller bas 
it, of history, which unquestionably is 
on earth the tribunal of the infinite God. 
He rules in the world of mind as well as 
in a globe of matter, and eighteen cen- 
turies ought to convince us that truth 
slowly emerges from warring opinions, 
conflicting theories, aud especially from 
pathetic longings of the human soul to 
discover its hidden meanings and its 
widest and grandest applications, Alas! 
perhaps our ignorance and intolerance 
my render it necessary that now, as in 
the past, the prophets of God must first 
be stoned ito death before we will give 
heed to their message or commemorate 
their greatness by the homage of our 
mind, But seriously, I would advise to 
have as little to do with this stoning 
business as possible; for I have never 
yet been able to discover what satisfac- 


tion there can be in helping one toa 
martyr's crown at the expense of one's 
own fairness and kindly charity.” 


A SPIRIT PROPHECY.

In religious matters, no such upheaval 
since the revolt of Martin Luther against 


been witnessed. It is more radical and 
very unlike Luther's revolt, in its meth- 
ods, The church Catholic and Protestant, 
still moves forward entrenched in its old 
faith; hugging its old creeds; pursuing 
its old methods of propogandism; aud 
there is as yet, apparently, little outward. 
manifestation of the spiritual ferment. 
working in the intellects and hearts of 
its membership, 

The revolt of Luther not only shook 
the papal church to its base, and modified 
its claims to govern the individual in 
both worlds, but it created civil upheavals 
and entangled the states of Europe. The 
present contest is for the supremacy of 
the individual in all matters of religious 
thought and worship, and an exaltation 
of the reason and individual intelligence 
in the interpretation of doctrine and 
duty, as against a blind faith and a sub- 
mission to the old and effete, 

This is not alone observed in the wide 
spread desire and effort of individuals to 
study and understand the spiritual philo- 
sophy and its concurrent phenomena,— 
notably by the most spiritual and devout 
in the churches—but has already dis- 
closed itself among the leaders of relig- 
ious thought, and in the very citade) of 
old, dogmatic creeds. An educated 
ministry is being touched with an eman- 
cipating force, and the churches have be~ 
come the arena where the contest is the 
most sturdily waged. 

Drs. Briggs, Newton, and their associa- 
tes in demand for freedom of thought, 
expression, and interpretation, are bat 
the pjoneers, the vanguard of an eman- 
cipated religious army; soldiers of the 
spiritual, the free and the progressive, as 
against the old and restrictive. The re- 
ligion of the future will be intelligent; 
will bring both the intellect and the 
heart into harmony with each other, and 
with all the known laws of the uni- 
verse. 

Since the battle bas been set; the skir- 
mish line extended, there has been a 
manifest retreat of old dogmas, aud a 
marked modification of pulpit teachings. 
Jonathan Edwards has left the pulpits of 
orthodoxy, and John Calvin is accepted 
by the orthodox fathers and mothers of 
the Calvanistic Israel, with an “if” and a 
“but,” and is rejected in toto, by the 
coming generation. The young blood 
in the churches refuses to make of the 
Creator a discriminating, unjust judge in 
his own spirit family. 

The liberalizing contest is also active 
in the social and civil world. There is 
an increasing ferment all along the lines 
of life and it is permeating every depart- 
ment. Capital and labor; the wage and 
the time limit of the wage earner; the 
character of his domicile; his facilities for 
meutal, moral, and civil culture; the limi- 
tations to be applied to acquired, or in- 
herited wealth; the nature of the stand- 
ards of value; the duly of the whole to 
the individual integer of the state; these, 
and many other correlative matters are 
springing up like magic, and are becom- 
ing factors in the great contest of the 
new against the old. 

Oriental religion, philosophy, social, 
civil, educational, capital and labor con- 
ditious, superstitions, general ignorauce 
aud non-development, are to-day in the 
hot struggle for exjstence. They are be- 
ing crowded down and out, because they 
are not in harmony with the evoluted 
heart, brain, and material condition of 
the world. The emancipated inyeutive 
genius of the race, touched by spirit and 
forces, hns revolutionized thought and 
action in all departments, It is the loco- 
motive against the camel; the printing.

These vital problems 
of the day find no solution by Chris- 
tianity. Scorn for the wrong doer in- 
stead of the wrong, hatred of the sin- 
ner instead of the siu, has been the ven- 
omed reptile twined from root to foliage 
in all systems of religion. It has made 
thinking asin, erected scaffolds and gib- 
bets and applied the torch to the fagot's 
pile. In the uame of love it bas tortured 
aud lacerated, and not content bas cre- 
ated in the imagination hell of torture, 
unending for the fulure life, where the 
hatred and anger of an infinite God is 
wreaked on helpless sou!s. 

Wise and pure men have seen redemp- 
tion only through the power of love, and 
on this basis founded their systems, but 
always their followers misinterpreted 
them, and sought to extend their doc- 
trines by force. The cunning of the 
brute triumphed, and soon the gentle 
power of persuasiou gave way to that of 
animal might. It is said thatin the is- 
lauds of the far-off Southern seas, when 
the chrysalis of a splendid butterfly is 
almost ready to expand its mayuificent 
wings, a fungus fastens on it, and by 
filling the whole body with its roots, 
changes it to wood. The resemblance is 
perfect, but the iudurated shell contaius 
no living butterfly that will float on the 
soft air like a wind-blown leaf, and gath- 
er the nectar of the flowers. 

Spiritual ethics has no hatred or scoru 
for the wroug-doer; it despises the 
wrong; it condeuins the sin; for the sin- 
uer it has profound compassion and 
charity. It haa uo hatred for that which 
is spiritual; cau have neither hate or an- 
ger. That which is spiritual can have 
only love, which is another name for 
charity. We are spiritual beings, as much 
to-day as we ever shall be. We have set 
outonan eternal pilgrimage. As such 
our highest ideal is a perfect spirit. 

Thus far 1 have withheld the presenta- 
tion of the Golden Rule of Spiritualsm 
which lies at the foundation of its sys- 
tem of ethics.

The warmth of this divine love is not 
only charity; it is justice, for these are 
one. Justice is not vengeance, and until 
an infallible judge arises we are prone 
to err and put our own narrow views in 
the place of the eternal right. That love 
shall redeem the world, for it is to spirit 
as the warmth of the Spring sun is to the 
frozen earth. We all have need of it; we

Musca Domestica. 

During the month of August the fly 
lays its eggs in clusters or bunches in 
decaying animal or vegetable matter of 
almost any kind, such as manure and 
other filth, The eggs remain unhatched 
usually for a period of six months, after 
which their hatching will depend upon 
the degree of heat to which they are sub- 
jected. 

A day or two of moderate heat will 
bring the eggs to life in larva form—a 
maggot without head, tail or legs. These 
crawl to some dry place to pupate. In 
less than two weeks, with neither food 
nor sustenance, the puparium will grow 
from its tiny shape to the size of a 
small pea, when the perfect fly emerges.
